Jo nes o rdered Miller to “ ta ke wha tev er 
a ctio n is a ppro pria te” to sto p Cha rles 
“ Chuck” Bro wn fro m reo pening a ho use o f 
pro stitutio n a fter Bro wn’s a cquitta l o f 
murder cha rg es o n Feb 12. 
In a letter sent to Miller o n Feb. 13, 
Jo nes sa id he did no t wa nt the No rth Side 
ho use o f pro stitutio n “ o pera ting a g a in 
under a ny circumsta nces a nd I a m rely ing 
o n y o u to use the initia tiv e a nd intellig ence 
o f y o ur depa rtment to circumv ent his 
(Bro wn’s) o pera tio n. ’ 
Jo nes went o n to sa y tha t he believ ed 
tha t Miller ha d a t his dispo sa l “ a dequa te 
to o ls to a cco mplish this o bjectiv e.”

Meckel’s 
diverticulum, 
high 
blood pressure and an inherited 
tendency to heart trouble Do 
you have a diet that could be 
used for these conditions? 
I have spoken to many family 
doctors, and they have never 
given me a diet, and if I insist 
they give me an ulcer diet. I 
th i^ I need high bulk. My wife 
and I bke organic foods. 
Dear Read er — For the 
benefit 
of 
others. .Meckel's 
diverticulum is a rare birth 
defect found in about 0.3 to 2.0 
per cent of the population. 
When 
you 
are 
in 
the 
development stage before birth 
the intestinal tract, as well as 
the circulation, is connected to 
the plac*enta The baby develops 
a tube that will later be the 
digestive tract The end of this 
tube is in the umbibcal cord to 
the placenta This closes off at 
birth and the end of it is the 
umbibcus we all have. All that 
is 
left 
is 
a 
rudimentary 
bgament. 
Sometimes the tube from the 
small intestine to the umbibcus 
does not close completely but 
remains as a pouch. This pouch 
is the Meckel’s diverticulum. In 
many 
people it causes 
no 
trouble and is an incidental 
finding 
Because it often contains 
islands of tissue that are the 
same as the bning of the 
stomach it may develop ulcers, 
resulting in pain and sometimes 
bleeding. TTirough mechanical 
factors, it can be involved in 
twisting and obstruction of the 
intestine. 
.Most often if the diverticulum 
causes trouble it does so in 
childhood. Only a few people 
first have trouble with this birth 
defect as adults. 
Usually for the person with 
no symptoms there is no need 
for a special diet. 'That is why 
you have not been given one. 
Symptoms may be similar to 
ulcers, so it is not surprising 
that you have been given an 
ulcer diet. 
I do agree, however, that 
adequate amounts of bulk in the 
diet 
are 
useful. 
The 
bulk 
provides “ softage" in the diet 
that retains moisture in the 
food residue and promotes good 
bowel function 'This in turn 
makes it less bkely that you will 
have any problems from your 
diverticulum. Incidentally, this 
rare type of diverticulum is not 
the same thing as the common 
form of pockets of the colon 
seen in so many nniddle-aged 
and older people 
The bulk from whole cereals, 
particularly 
whole 
wheat 
products 
and 
fresh 
leafy 
vegetables and whole wheat 
bread promotes more normal 
and rapid movement of food 
residue through the intestines. 
Some 
think 
this 
is 
an 
advantage by ebminating more 
cholesterol 
and 
bile 
salts 
through the intestine, helping to 
prevent 
a 
build 
up 
of 
cholesterol in the blood 
It 
certainly can't hurt your basic 
problems, 
and 
I 
would 
recommend it to you. 


I doubt that using organic 
foods raised by natural fertilizer 
will do anything more for you 
than good food raLsed with 
Chemicals Home-grown foods, 
regardless of the method of 
providing the same nutrients

NAIROBI, Keny a (AP) — The Ugan­ 
dan government charged today that two 
British warships have arrived in Mom­ 
basa, Keny a’s Indian Ocean port, with 
troops to rescue a British teacher sen­ 
tenced to die for describing Ugandan 
President Idi Amin as a village ty rant. 
The charge, attributed to a Ugandan 
military spokesman, was broadcast by 
government radio in Kampala, the Ugan­ 
dan capital. 
A source at the British High (Com­ 
mission in Nairobi repeated earlier de­ 
nials that Britain is planning military ac­ 
tion against Uganda or has any forces in 
Keny a. He said British frigates patroll­ 
ing the east African coast to enforce eco­ 
nomic sanctions against Rhodesia refuel 
in Mombasa, but he could not say 
whether any of the frigates were there 
today . 
The British government denied a re­ 
port in the London Daily Mail that it had 
put four Roy al Air Force transports on 
round-the-clock alert to evacuate Britons 
from Uganda if the confrontation with 
Amin worsens. 
But diplomats in London said the gov­ 
ernment has updated contingency plans 
to remove the 700 Britons still living in 
the former colony in southeast Africa. 
Officials in London stressed that the

explained, is the fact that each spedmen must usually be raised 
separately . Many of them have a rather high propensity for killing each 
other. 
“The mimetid, or pirate spider, literally lives off other spiders,” he 
said. “Spiders do he^ control certain insects, but they also, in effect, 
control themselves very well too.” 
Scholarly opinion this week has flourished and, not infrequently , 
clashed. As in the touchy case of evolutionary theory . The scorpion, it 
was explained, was one of the earliest animals to emerge on dry land 
and fossils of arachnida indicate the evolution of the class dates back 
to the most primitive phases of animal life on earth. 
“We sometimes get into the continental drift controversy , for 
example,” Dr. Peck said. “Were certain separate continents as we 
know them today once joined together? Arid can that explain why 
identical fossils the same approxiinate age can be found in both Asia 
and Africa? 'The emphasis here is on arachnida, but the significance of 
it all reaches up to man himself.” •

Eggs, meat help farmer

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
ingredients for a simple break­ 
fast of eggs, toast and orange 
juice last month cost anywhere 
from 5.5 to 9 per cent more 
than they did a year before — 
but only egg farmers benefitted 
from the higher prices. 
If some bacon or pork saus­ 
age, or perhaps a little steak, 
were added, the price increased 
substantially and the producer 
benefitted considerably while 
the middleman's take dropped

o ld. were released unharmed 
abo ut 8 :15 p.m. 
At 
2:45 a m 
Wednesday , 
amid a massiv e statewide man­ 
hunt, Pro bate J udge H. Dean 
Co tto n telepho ned McPherso n 
po lice and said he was return­ 
ing witho ut his abducto r. Po lice 
said Co tto n. 46. refused to say 
where he was calling fro m and 
terminated 
the 
co nv ersatio n 
abruptly . 
At last repo rt, there had been 
no further co ntact with the 
judge. 
Po lice identified the man 
being so ught as Kenneth Huff, 
37 . Family members to ld au­ 
tho rities Huff had been v o wing 
to seek v engeance o n sev eral 
perso ns who m he held respo n- 


sible fo r pro blems he had suf­ 
fered the past three y ears In 
late 197 2 Huff was injured while 
wo rking fo r a co ncrete busi­ 
ness Details o f Huff’s injury 
and 
subsequent 
psy chiatric 
treatment co uld no t be learned. 
McPherso n Co unty Sheriff 
Ellis Musselwhite gav e this ac­ 
co unt o f Tuesday 's ev ents: 
Huff, brandishing a sho tgun, 
entered the ho me o f a bro ther 
abo ut 4:45 p.m. and held his 
sister-in-law and niece at gun­ 
po int. At his o rders, the wo man 
went to ano ther bro ther's ho use 
and returned with the seco nd 
niece 
So me time later, after o rder­ 
ing the sister-in-law to make 
sev eral telepho ne calls to fami­ 
ly members, Huff to o k ano ther 
gun, so me ammunitio n and 
mo ney , and left in a pickup 
truck with the two girls. Au­ 
tho rities said he to ld the family 
the girls wo uld be killed if po ­ 
lice were called. 
So me time later he appeared 
at Co tto n's ho me, and sent o ne 


o f the girls into the ho use to get 
the judge The judge, altho ugh 
apparently no t realizing the 
sev erity o f the situatio n, re­ 
fused to co me o ut. Huff and the 
two girls left in the pickup, 
then returned abo ut 7:20 p.m. 
and Huff to o k the judge ho s­ 
tage. 


Mrs Co tto n, in ano ther part 
o f the ho use, knew o nly that 
her husband was leav ing with 
ano ther man, po lice said. 
Family 
members 
finally 


alerted po lice at 10:15 p.m. 
after the girls returned ho me. 
They said Co tto n had per­ 
suaded the abducto r to release 
them alo ng U.S. 56 east o f 
to wn. They walked eight miles 
ho me in abo ut two ho urs. 


A 
statewide 
search 
was 
launched immediately . Autho r­ 
ities also o rdered pro tectiv e 
surv eillance fo r sev eral per­ 
so ns, including Huff's emplo y er 
at the time o f his 197 2 accident, 
the judge at Newto n, Kan., who 


co nducted his recent div o rce 
hearing, and a fo rmer law en­ 
fo rcement o fficer no w liv ing in 
To peka. 
A v eteran Kansas highway 
patro l tro o per said the state­ 
wide ro adblo ck was the first 
such actio n in Kansas histo ry .

The Sedalia po lice department 
has 
been 
unusually 
aggressiv e 
lately 
in 
making 
pro stitutio n- 
related arrests. 


In the last three weeks o r so , fiv e 
perso ns hav e been hauled in o n 
such charges. They include an 
alleged pro stitute who was picked 
up twice; two o f her repo rted 
managers; and ev en an alleged 
patro n o f o ne o f Sedalia’s lo cal 
establishments. 


Sedalia has a stro ng pro stitutio n 
o rdinance, which was enacted back 
in the mid-6 0s at the request o f 
Po lice Chief William Miller. But 
fo r mo st o f tho se interv ening y ears 
strict enfo rcement has been the 
ex ceptio n rather than the rule. 


Arresting 
custo m ers 
o f 
pro stitutes has been ex tremely rare 
in Sedalia. Ho wev er, Municipal 
J udge J ack Cunningham has let it 
be kno wn that he will lo o k upo n 
patro ns in the same manner he 
do es pro stitutes. Needless to say , 
this kind o f appro ach co uld pro v e 
v ery effectiv e in plunging the 
pro stitutio n business in the city 
into an instant recessio n.

Official 
Japan im m ^ately an^ u nc^ 
representativ es from the United 
reogniUon of the new People s 
Western 
nations were not inv ited, bu t 
two black members of the U.S.
